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A POLYANDRI C PEOPLE. 


THE LAND WHERE ONE WOMAN 
HAS MANY HUSBANDS. 


The Manufacture of Idols—Gods Rang- 
ing in Value From $50 To $20,000-- 
The Practice of Polyandry. 


From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


H'Laesa, Tibet, Oct. 25, 1880— 

One of the principal towns of Tibet 
is Teshoo-Lemboo, about 160 miles 
west of this, and contains the palace 
of the Teshoo-Lama, and is nearly as 
mucb of a monastic city as the capi- 
tal. There are 500 or 600 monaster- 
jes and convents there and some 7,000 
monks and nuns. A colovsal idol 
factory has long been established, and 
the best workmen are employed in it 
at extraordinary prices—for Libet. I 
have been told that about 100 idols 
are turned out there every week, 
and that the business is steadily in- 
creasing. So it seems that the Tibet- 
— thele own gods materially 
as other religionists make their gods 
theologically. There is a wonderful! 
similarity in creeds the world over; 
they so reflect one another, either lit- 
erally or figuratively, in maoy feat 
ures, as ap to have had a common 
origin, anc to be marked by the same 
kind of phenomena. 

I have inquired the rate of gods, or 
idols, and I find that the market 
varies a good deal. Just at present 
they are guite high, owing to an in- 

demand, an advance of 25 per 
cent having taken place within two 
years. There are divers grades— 
plain, substantial idols, which rule at 
about $500 (in United States curren- 
cy) to $5,000, $10,000, even $20,000, 
according to style and ornamentation. 
There must be a large profit on them, 
for the common ones, made of plaiv 
wood, canuot cost more than trom $50 
to $100. The Lamas, I understand, get 
a big percentage or commission, which 
explains the dearness of the images, 
as everything touched by the priest- 
hood is vastly enhanced in value. The 
priests have no idea of doing a remun- 
erative business in saving souls. No 
lay Tibetan can hope to avoid Yuma 
without drawing his purse. 

The inhabitants, who are of the 
Mongola race, have made consider. 
able in the industrial arts, 
though they know little of agricul- 
ture. They are ingenious jewellers, 
dyers, and workers in precious metals, 
in wool and goats’ hair. They are 
‘ego a 4 nomadic; they are general- 

y robust and active, frank, honest, 
generous and brave. In stature they 
are small and they are seldom muscu. 
lar; their complexions are yellow or 
tawny, their features diminutive, their 
hair and eyes dark, frequently black. 

Their customs are peculiar, one of 
the most ing polyandry,one woman 
the wife of all the brothers of a family, 
sometimes of several remoter kiusmen 
or of several intimate friends. This 

does not arise from the scarcity of 
women, but from the thrift, or rather 
the poverty, of the men who feel that 
they cannot afford the luxury of 
a wife exclusively their own. 

Usually the elder brother or elder 
friend is the principal husband, the 
other husbands holding rank accord- 
ing to age. Sumetimes, however, mar- 
ital privileges are determined by the 
money put into the domestic partner 
ship. Among the Europeans or Amer- 
icans, it is needless to say that a fam- 
ily of this sort would be so extremely 
inharmonieus that the number of hus- 
bands would be very likely to be di- 
minished by domestic tragedies. But 
here polyandry is seldom attended 
with unpleasant consequences, The 
wife and her husbands live as peace- 
fully together as the husband and the 
wives do in Utab. The children are

to be self-denying, and the result is 
that extraordinary sexual license pre- 
vails throughout the country, extend- 
ing even to the religious orders. 
priests and nuns, as 1 mentioned iu my 
previous letter, take the most solemn 
anti-matrimonial vows, which, how- 
ever, do not, I am informed, prevont 
them {rom any number of tranagres- 
sions, Practically, lygamy and 
polyundry are to rule both 
in monasteries and convents, and out- 
side of them. The monks are known 
to be incontinent, but they are looked 
upon with so much reverence that 
women of the laity count it an honor 
to receive them as lovers. Even the 
two Popes are not free from scandal, 
or would not be if scandal were toler 
ated concerning the ecclesiastics, 
Whatever these do is accepted and 
approved as right. In popular esti- 
mation they can do no wrong. 

Polandry is not, however, confined 
to this country, elthough it specially 
flourishes here. It is frequently 
found io the Valley of Kasbmir, in 
Ladak, among the tribes of the Nil- 
Chery Hills, the Coosgo of Mysore. 
and the Hayars of Malabar. t ex- 
ists in parts of Ceylon, in the Aleu- 
tian Islands, among the Lagnogian 
Cossacks, in certain regions of Afriga 
and South America, showing that it is 
independent of race or country; that 
it is the survival of an ancient and 
wide-spread custom. Polyandry was 
probably due ages since to the want 
of balance between the races, iu conse- 
quence of the practice of female in- 
| fanticide, which almost universally 
‘accompanies it. Tribes of warrior, 
entirely devoted to war, found women 
an incumbrance rather than a com- 
fort, and from that fact, and from\ the 
difficulty of sustainiog them, formed 
a habit of exterminating all the femi- 
nine infants except the first-born. 
Thus men so largely predominated 
that it became necessary for a oum- 
ber to have one wile in common. As 
they grew less barbarous, female in- 
fanticide diminished, and in time the 
natural balance of the sexes was re- 
stored, as it now is in Tibet. But 
customs survive the circumstances 
that evoked them, and in some re- 
gions where disparity of the sexes 
has been removed, polyandry and 
polygamy co-exist, as they do toa 
certain extent here. 

The difference between the Tibetans 
and many other peoples is ascribable 
to the fact that they are isolated from 
the world, and are not, therefore, con- 
tinually modified and molded, us civ- 
ilized beings are, by communication 
with other nations. There are not 
only no telegraph fines and no rail- 
ways here, there are no canals, no 
decent roads, no bridges—hence no 
general intelligence, no progress, and 
the land of Bod remains anomalous 
even in the far East,

Cuar. IX.—An Act creating Boards of 
Examiners in the several counties of 
this State. 

[Approved January 31, 1881. 
The people of the State of Nevada, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as fo'lows: 

Secrron 1. The Board of County 
Commissioners and the County Auditor 
of each county in this State are hereby 
created a Board of Examiners. 

uc. 2. The County Auditor in each 
county in this State shall, in the months 
of January, April, July, and October, of 
each year, in counties having polled a 
vote at the last general election prior to 
the passage of this Act of less than 
twelve hundred votes, and once a month 
in counties having polled, at said elec- 
tion, twelve hundred or more votes, fur- 
nish the Board with a statement of the

An Angry American Freely Expresses 
His Opioion of the Dead Czar, and 
Defends His Taking Off. 


VERDI, March 16, 1881. 

Editor Gazette — Does Secretary 
Blaine express the feelings of the 
American people when he expresses 
sorrow for the death of a man who 
would have been a felon if living in 
our Own country? An open bigamist— 
a man who has banished thousands to 
Siberia to an almost living death for no 
other crime than expressing sympathy 


"| for fathers, brothers and other rela- 
tives who had fallen under his dis- 


pleasure. A man whuse one great act 
of justice, emancipating the slaves, 
was caused through fear of his own 
friends, not through any sense of jus- 
tice. He gave tothe serfs what be- 
longed to them and every human be- 
ing as long as they commit nocrime— 
freedom. His successor will no doubt 
justly meet the same fate. He as- 
sumes control of the lives and proper- 
ty of millions of people without even 
as much as an “if you please,” denying 
to them the right to express their 
opinion by ballotor otherwise whether 
they wish to be goverened by him or 
not. He simply claims the throne by 
divine right. What is divine right? 
We bave had too much of divine 
rights and inspirations. We have a 
Bible hashed over ten times; we have 
a Pope infallible through divine inspir- 
ation. Let the people of the world 
have a little of divine right to breathe, 
think and express their own opinions 
—as long as they infringe on no one 
else’s private rights—without being 
ostracised or imprisoned. The day is 
fast approaching when the only divine 
right will be to do good, when no 
man will be allowed to govern for any 
length of time who does not do 80 as 
well as any other eau do under the same 
circumstances. The man who killed 
the Czar is a patriot, and will bea 
martyr. The end justifies the means, 
and when Alexander ascends the 
throne, and does not call for a popu- 
lar vote to confirm it, he deserves the 
same fate. It is his duty to call for 


the ballot, as it is death or banishment 
for any one else to hint such a thing 
in Russia. Gen. Grant bas the same 
right, if be can take it, to be Emperor 
of America that Alexander III has to
